For several 
days everything had been virtually in 
readiness for the divers to go into the 
hull through the hatch leading to the 
engine room and only weather condi- 
tions interfered. The sea was calm 
this afternoon and C. L. Applegate 
was the first diver sent down. He 
opened the hatch but did not enter 
and was raised to the surface. 

Kiven was then sent down with two 
other divers, R. C. Wilson and E. A. 
Mattox. While Wilson and Mattox 
remained on the deck beside the open 
match, Ejiben. slowly climbed down 
the ladder into the compaftment. Al- 
most immediately his foot struck the 
first body where it lay in a slight 
depression in the floor of the sub- 
marine somewhat abhaft the hatch 
and on the port side. A moment 
later, on the opposite side of the 
compartment he found the second 
body. The third was near the con- 
trol room but further forward. 

Carefully Raised. 

Eiben then lifted each body up 
to the opening in the hull where the 
other divers raised it to the deck of 
the submarine. Wilson then entered 
the hull and aided Eiben and after 
the three bodies had been taken from 
the compartment the divers signalled 
for a line to be lowered. The bodies 
were attached and raised to a point 


|about ten feet below the surface. 


The three divers were then raised 
to the surface and a surf boat was 
sent from the diving ship Falcon 
carrying baskets provided previously 
for the purpose. The hodies were lift- 
ed gently to the surface and immedi- 
ately put into the baskets and cov-

Father of Five Victims Held 
Without Bond; Both Trag-

morning farmhouse blaze near here to- 
day led to the arrest tonight ef the 
father, W. G. Dendy, who was held 
in the county 
denied bond. 

Coroner Samuel G. Boyce refused to 


reveal all information which he gave 
to Prosecuting Attorney Boyd Cypert. 
leading to Dendvy’s arrest. He said. 
however, his inquiry disclosed that the 
heads of the children were crushed. 
Kalling timbers might 
this. he explained. 

The coroner said he was asked by 
a neighbor of Dendy to conduct an 
inquiry. The neighbor, whose name 
the coroner would not divulge, was 
taken before the prosecuting attorney 
and Dendy was taken into custody im- 
mediately. 

Upon questioning Dendy told con- 
flicting stories of the fire, of which 
he was the only witness, according to 
Coroner Boyce. He showed surprise 
when officers came to arrest him, it 
The coroner said he would 
continue the inquiry tomorrow. 

Coroner Boyce would not advance a 
possible motive for the killing of the 
children, but said suspicious circum- 
stances warranted Dendy’s arrest. 

The bodies of the five children, he 
said, were found on the springs of one 
bed, although there was another in 
the same room. This, together with 
the fact that their heads were crusn- 
ed, was sufficient to create suspicion, 
he said. The coroner indicated the 
neighbor ‘also had given some informa 
tion tending to incriminate the father. 

Dendy, a railroad shop worker, re- 
cently was in a_ hospital for four 
months as a result of injuries re- 
ceived in a fall. His wife died about 
a year and a half ago, and following 
this was sickness among the children, 
he said. 

He moved a short time ago to che 
farm house four miles from the city 
“to try to cut expenses.” he said. 

Dendy deciared his first intimation 
of the fire was a crv from the oldest 
girl, Ophelia, 14. When he rushed 
from his room he found the children’s 
room in flames. Rescue of any of.the 
children was impossible, he said. He 
exhibited head wounds he said he re- 
ceived when he attempted to enter 
the burning room and struck his head 
against the door sill. 


THREE OTHERS 
BURNED TO DEATH.

(P)—Frank Floyd, 16, Velma Far- 
lin, 14, and her five-year-old brother 
were burned to death early today 
when fire destroyed the T. C. Farlin 
home eight miles west of Cotter.

“You cannot have free ballot boxes 


at home and marines dictating at 
the ballot boxes in foreign countries,” 
he said. 

In the senate the challenge went 
unanswered by regular republicans 
but in the house two of the majority 
party, Representatives Begg, of Ohio, 
and Wainwright, of New York, a 
former assistant secretary of war, re- 
sented any implication that the ad- 
ministration was engaged in war. 

Protecting Peace. 


“This isn’t a war,” declared Begg. 
“This is preserving the peace and pro- 
tecting the lives of nationals of other 
countries because there is no stable 
government there. The United States 
iS protecting the peace of the world.” 

In this view Wainwright concurred 
but at the other end of the capitol 
Senator Nye, of North Dakota, a re- 
publican independent, presented a res- 
olution which would prohibit use of 
the army, navy, or marines to settle 
disputes between Americans and for- 
eign countries.

“With proper control and market- 
ing, Georgia could raise ten times the 
amount of eggs and poultry that she 
now raises, and could sell all of 
them within this state,” the state 
bureau of markets was told this week 
in a letter from Francis Kamper, of 
the C. J. Kamper Grocery company, 
Atlanta, and chairman of the mar- 
keting committee of the Georgia asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Kamper expressed himself as 
highly pleased at the bureau's latest 
proje.. for poultry ‘promotion—the 
“pick-up egg cars” to be operated 
over the state in 1928. He further 
expressed the hope that facilities 
would be provided for processing and 
storing the eggs during the “rush 
season’? for egg marketing which usu- 
ally gets under way, the letter said, 
between February 1 and February 20. 

The belief was expressed that a 
great many more eggs will be pro- 
duced than Georgia farmers will be 
able to sell readily, although with 
proper marketing arrangements the 
entire production could be disposed of 
within the state.

About 60 per cent of the bills are for 
new pensions and increases of pen- 
sions already being paid. They will 
be considered by the committees and 
in the end be consolidated into an 
omnibus pension appropriation aet 
covering all allowances agreed upon. 
The amount of these annual increases 
is always a large one and goes far to 
aecount for the astonishing fact* that 
over SZ cents of every dollar paid 
into the federal treasury goes out fo 
pay the costs of our past wars and 
to maintain preparations fer the next 
war that may afflict us. 

That situation ought to 
strongly to the national taxpayers to 
insist upon this government entering 
into whatever negotiations are pos- 
sible to reduce the causes of war and 
produce a general protocol to insure 
international peace.

SMITH NOT GOING 
TO PARTY DINNER 


Washington, January 4.—(7)— 
Governor Smith, of New York, has 
declined to attend the Jackson day 
dinner to be given by the demo- 
cratic national committee there on 
January 12 but it was not ap- 
parent tonight to what extent his 
decision may upset the plans of 
party leaders for the general get- 
together. 


Albany, N. Y., January 4.—(United 
News.)—Al Smith has ‘turned to the 


homespun philosophy of Abe Lincoln 
to fashior a political creed at a time 
when he is being widely discussed as 
democratic presidential timber. 

Governor Smith today delivered his 
annual message to the legislature «f 
New York—a message built on his be- 
lief in a government “of the peo- 
ple by the people and for the peo- 
ple.” This with a few modern «zs 
at an issue Lincoln never faced—pro- 
hibition. 

But around Lincolnian principles 
Smith has outlined his wational stand, 
cl. tly in nreparation:for his coming 
fight for the democratic nomination 
for president. 

The 40,000-word message, the long- 
est ever written by a New York gov- 
ernor, touched not only on state, but 
important national issues, which sure- 
ly will eonfront every.» aspirant for 
the party’s choice. 

“Make the people 
ment,” was his basic 
pressed as follows: 

“The old world concept of govern- 
ment was that the people existed for 
the government. The underlying theory 
of American democracy i that the 
governn. <> exists for the peo,le. and 
the government vvhich is closest to 
them and most responsive to the de- 
inands upon it, economically and et- 
ficiently managed, is the best form of 
government.” 

On this basis, Smith took up pro- 
Jibition without referring to the right 
or the wrong of the law. 

“Democratic government,” he said, 
“loses its force and vigor when an. > 
ganized mi.ority by trick or device 
circumvents ‘he will of the majority.” 

He helieves in government owner- 
ship of power resources, fewer laws 
and is opposed to indiscriminate tem- 
porary injunctions in labor disputes. 
Of the latter he said: 

“In the field of industrial relations 
generally, [ renew my recommenda- 
tions for enactment into law the 
declaration that the labor of a hu-

CITRUS FRUITS HIT 


BY SEVERE COLD 


Washington, January 4.-—(P)—A 
summary of crop condition issued by 
the department of agriculture today 
for the week ended yesterday indicates 
that the severe cold wave that over- 
spread the southern states the latter 


part of the week killed tender truck 
crops in the more southern districts 
aml] caused considerable injury to the 
hardy varieties in some sections. All 
tender vegetation was killed in Texas, 
except in the extreme lower’ Rio 
Grande valley, and also in the gulf 
districts to the eastward, as well as 
in central Florida, but the extent of 
harm has not been fully determined. 
Reports indicate that unprotected 
citrus frnit in the central portion of 
Florida has been frozen, but the gen- 
eral extent of damage is, as yet, un- 
known, 

While the cold wave in the southern 


states was unfavorable for growers of | 


winter truck crops, benefit will, doubt- 
less, be derived from the low tem- 
peratures through their influence on 
the survival of boll weevil.. Minimum 
temperatures jn much of the cotton 
belt were véry similar to those pre- 
vailing at about this time four years 
ago, when weevil emergence was very 
small the following spring. and the 
present cold weather will probably 
also prove very beneficial the de- 
struction of this pest.

Manchester, England, January 4.— 
The tone of the Manchester market has 
been firmer owing to the hardening 
tendency in raw cotton prices.
